Disposition of German Colonies 
Presents to Peace Delegates 
Problem of First Magnitude 


PARIS, Jan. 28.—Germany’ colon- 
Jes occupied the entire attention of the 
two extended sessions of the supreme 
council of the great powers today, 
and the disposition of the colonies 
seattered over the African mainland, 
in Asia and throughout the Pacific 
is presenting a territorial question of 
the first magnitude. 

The hearings given today covered 
the entire range of these German col- 
onies, as the delegates of Australia, 
New Zealand and Japan presented 
their respective interests in the Pa- 
eifie group of islands; Japan and Chi- 
na their interests in Kian-Chau, and 
the ‘German concessions at many 
treaty ports; and the French minister 
of colonies, M. Simon, took up the 
African colonies, embracing Togoland, 
the Kameroons and German Kast and 
Southwest Africa. 

General Jan Christian Smuts, the 
South African leader, and Gen. Louls 
Botha, the South African premier, al- 
ready have been heard on the question 
of German East Africa, and it now re- 
mains only to obtain the views of the 
Helgians, who are about to present 
their ideas of their interests on the 
colonies adjacent to the Belgian Con- 
«eo. It appears to be the generally ac- 
cepted view among those having inter- 
ests in the matter that Germany's col- 
onies should not be returned to her. 


Another Crucial Point 

This in turn has developed another 
crucial question, namely, whether Ger- 
man sovereignty over these colonies 
should pass to the powers who may 
receive them, or whether they should 
be entrusted to a league of nations, 
which would exercise international 
control, giving a mandate to such pow- 
ers as administer the particular colo- 
nies. The larger questions affecting 
the general administration of the 
«olonies was considered by the coun- 
cil today, as well as the particular in- 
ierests involved, and the decision will 
be continyed tomorrow.

Million Men Needed by Britain 
Until Standing Peace Army 
Re-organized 


LONDON, Jan. 28.—A special meet- 
ing of the cabinet held today was at- 
tended by Winston Spencer Churchill, 
Sir Eric Geddes, Sir Robert Stevenson 
Jlorne, the new labor minister; and 
General Sir Henry Wilson and General 
Sir William Robertson. Urgent ques- 
tions regarding demobilization were 
discussed. 

Ir is understood that the conferees 
reached the conclusion that there was 
no prospect for months to come of the 
voluntary enlistment of sufficient men 
for the army of occupation and the 
salvage of property in the war thea- 
tres, for properly garrisoning India, 
Gibraltar and the Crown Colonies, to 
ensure the gafety of the United King- 
dom and safeguard the results of the 
victory in Palestine, Mesopotamia and 
Africa and that hence {t would be 
necessary to adopt some system of 
selection and place the men retained 
as nearly as possible in the same posi- 
tion as they would be in civil life with 
regard to pay and other conditions, 

It is considered that for the pur- 
poses above stated, about one mililon 
men would be required, which means, 
roughly, that three out of every sous 
‘the 


men will be demobilized and 
fourth retained to “finish the job.” 
And the idea is to release the men 


who have already rendered the most 
service to the country. Probably 
some stipulated date will be fixed and 
all the men who Joined the service 
previous to that will be demobilized. 
The pay of the men retained will he 
largely increased, and a new scheme 
of leave introduced. 

The men thus retained to bridge the 
gap until the reorganization of the 
hew standing peace army will be con- 
sidered as fulfilling functions as im- 
portant as fighting, and employers of 
labor will be requested to keep open 
for ‘nem their pre-war positions, as 
was done during the war for the fight- 


ing men. 


C.P.R. EARNINGS 
IN DECEMBER ARE 


NEW HIGH RECORD 


———— 


MONTREAL, Jan, 28.—December fig- 
ures of the Canadian Pacific railway 
are notable for a new high record in 
monthly gross earnings, the total of 
$15,750,854 being the largest ever re- 
ported in @ monthly return. Net earn- 
ings, however, continue to reflect the 
adverse conditions in operating ac- 
count, declining $1,100,266 in the face 
of a gain of $2,679,972 in gross re- 
celpts 

For the full year gross earnings al- 
so constitute a new high record, show- 
ing an increase of $5,748,363, or 3.4 
per cent over 1917 figures, previous- 
ly the best in the company’s history. 

Working expenses, however, rose 
$17,191,998, or 16.2 per cent, with the 
result that the net decline was $12,- 
043,640, or no less than 25.9 per cent,

China's interests in the colonies is 
getting back Kaio-Chau after it passes 
froin Germany to Japan, and also in 
the termination of German concessions 
in Tien-Tsin and othér points, 

Japan's interests are both in Kaio- 
Chau and the Pacific Islands. The 
islands are being considered in two 
main groups: First, New Guinea, Bls- 
marck and the Samoa group, in which 
Australia and New Zealand are pre- 
senting their interests; and second, 
the Marshall, Caroline and Marianne 
groups, lying east of the Philippines 
and south of Japan. 

The first group of islands is fertile 
and productive; the second consists of 
coral islets, chiefly valuable as strate- 
gic bases. It is this whole range of 
colonies, once constituting Germany's 
hopes of world extension, that are 
now under consideration in the ses- 
sions of the supreme council of the 
great powers.

WINNIPEG, Jan, 28.—About three 
hundred returned soldiers paid an in- 
formal visit to the Manitoba College 
about 8 o'clock this afternoon to see 
for themselves just how many men 
were attending the vocational classes.

DOMINION WILL 
ERECT SANITARIUM

OTTAWA, Jan, 28.—-The department 
of soldiers’ civil re-establishment has 
decided to establish a Dominion sani- 
tarium for men returning from over- 
seas suffering from tuberculosis, do- 
miciled in Ontario.

CALGARY, Alta., Jan. 28—Dectar- 
ing that Mayor Marshall, Major Lee 
Redman, M. P., and Major Baton, M 
P.P., were all “passing the buck,” In 
speaking on repatriation, President 
Arthur Haseldon of the G. W. V. A, 
at a meeting of city officials and rep- 
resentatives of a number of organiza- 
tions in the city, threw a shock into 
the gathering.

The man 
who can keep them down has a job 
walting for him here. The men who 
fought for democracy are not going 
to go hungry while aliens and slackers 
get all the jobs. Give it your earnest 
consideration. The men are coming 
home and you must take care’ of them.

At the resumption of the murder 
trial of J. A. Campbell on Tuesday 


morning charged with the murder of 
Sam Zappler, the first witness was 
William Bruce Hardy, the man who 
was instrumental fn the arrest of the 
accused. Hardy, who was running & 
threshing engine at Leduc at the time, 
swore that the morning after the 
murder he read a description of the 
alleged murderer in the Morning 
Bulletin and was on the lookout for 
the man. That day he saw a man 
standing on the sidewalk of a Leduc 
street looking into a hardware store 
who answered the description. This 
man got a job on the threshing outfit 
but worked only half a day, return- 
ing to town at night. They roomed 
together, Campbell going under the 
name of H. E. Barrie, of Lethbridge. 

“Campbell had a wound on the 
third finger of the left hand, which 
wound he said he sustained at Red 
Deer when a fork ran through his 
finger,’ said the witness 


Communicated With Police 

When Hardy became sure that his 
suspicions were well grounded he 
communicated with the provincial 
police, and when Detective Matheson 
arrived he led him to his man and 
the arrest of Campbell 
sult. 

Questioned regarding the gun found 
under the accused's pillow, the wit- 
ness said, “I would say that the gun 
was not there the previous night. I 
slept there several nights previously 
and would know if it had been there.”

Manufacturers Would 


Revision--Reply 


To the Western Grain Growers 


TORONTO, Jan. 28—'"The Manu- 
facturers who transformed Cana- 
dian industry from peace to war 
are not afraid of the task of trans- 
ferring it back again, war to peace, 
but they ask for liberty to devote 
their entire energy to its accom 
plishment. 

“Therefore, the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ Association believes that 
the country should concentrate on 
the one task of returning to peace 
conditions, with ail its attendafite, 
and leave the high controversial 
problem to tariff revision to a time 
when it can be given the undivided 
attention it demands.” 

The above is the attitude of the 
manufacturers of Canada on the tariff 
quemMion, according to a statement 
issued today by the general manager 
the Canadian Manufacturers# Aas- 
sociation, in reply to the Western 
Grain Growers, prepared according to 
instructions given by the legislative 
council of the aasociation at its last 
meeting 

Text Of Declaration 

The text of the declaration follows 

“The Canadian Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation wishes to state clearly its 
position with regard to certain de- 
mands now being made, especiaily by 
the Westefn Grain Growers ra 
radical change in the tariff of Canada. 
The chief of these demands are 

“(a) 
all-round reduction on the customs 
tariff, the removal of all duties on 
farm and household machinery, lum- 
ber, cement, oil and a nunvber of other 
articles which farmers buy. 

“(b) Complete free trade

“(d) That any further reduction 
of the tariff of the United States to- 
ward Canada be met by a similar re 
duction of the Canadian tariff towards 
the United States, (Presumably free 
trade with the United States at any 
time the United States is ready for it.)

“The Canadian Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation urges most strongly that all 
tariff controversies should be post- 
poned until the country has settled 
the immense problem of readjustinent 
from war to peace conditions.

fessor J, A, Allan ag assistants. The 
area lined as a belt extending from 
Saskatchewan by way of the Viking 
field, northwest to the Athabasca river 
near Athabasca, and thence in a broad 
curve to the Peace rivér below Peace 
River Landing. A broadening of the 
belt northward from this line is evi- 
dent in the Athabasca valley as the oll 
in the MoMurray sands weem to be 
genetically connected with the possi- 
bilfues of the whole area, 

The beds underlying this triangular 
area slope to the southwest at a very

THEIR CAPACITY 


System Must be Enlarged or no 
More Telephones Can be 
Given 


The utilities committee of the city 
council grappled with the problem of 
telephone extension Tuesday forenoon 
and got a very respectable apprecia- 
tion of the seriousness of the situa- 
tion. The fact became ominously ap- 
parent that the city is practically at 
the extreme limit of its telephone ca- 
pacity Either the automatic system 
must be enlarged in the immediate 
future or the city will have to admit 
that it can supply no additional phone 
service. 

There were present at the meetin 
Aldermen Kinney, chairman of th 
committee: Mayor Clarke, Ald. H. M 
Martin, Ald. McLennan, Comr. Ormsby 
and Supt. Lowry of the telephone de- 
partment whose report on the tele- 
phone situation was published some 
days ago. 

The popular impression that the 
automatic system has unlimited elas- 
tielty is due to receive a rude jolt from 
the facts of the case submitted. An- 
other sub station or two is no solution 
for the difficulty. There is required 
@ new central station and a change 
from the present system to a more 
modern three-wire system, in order 
that the future requirements of the 
city may be met. It goes without say- 
ing that this general improvement and 
rebuilding Involves a considerable ex- 
penditure in these stressful times, 

The committee eventually reached 
the unanimous decision that the pro- 
blem fs far too large to be dealt with 
at once, especially by the committee 
It was agreed that a campaign of edu- 
cation should be extended the general 
public to prepare the ratepayers for 
the necessary expenditure. The situa- 
tion must be made clear to the city 
that there is only one ternative to 
voting a big money bylaw fora re- 
modelling of the phone system, and 
that alternative is doing without any 
more telephones, 

It was agreed finally that the com- 
mittee should lay the whole situation 
before the council! with the recomm 
dation that a series of public meetings, 
or some equally forceful means of pub- 
licity undertaken, to prepare the rate- 
payers for the steps which will become 
necessary to enlarge the telephone

So} 
long, therefore, as the present | 
company holds the right to sell 
gas in Edmonton, it in fact has an 
exclusive monopoly—for the rea- 
son that-no other firm would risk 
the investment necessary to install 
a competing system in a city of 
this size located so far from known | 
gas fields. 

The object of this new offer un- 
doubtedly is to get the city to make 
a new deal with the company, in 
which the company would obtain | 
the increased rates it desires in 
return for the surrender of the ex- 
elusive and needless clause in its 
present franchise.

The Trouble in Winnipeg 


Returned soldiers in Winnipeg | 
wrecked the Bolshevist headquar- | 
ters and also raided a number of | 
establishments in which aliens 
were employed, demanding that 
the foreigners be dismissed. 

The disturbance apparently had 
two clearly defined objects. One 
was the suppression of Bolshevist | 
activity and the other to get the) 
alien enemies discharged from em- j 
ployment in order that their posi- 
tions might be available for re- 
turned soldiers or civilians whose 
sympathy with the Allied cause 
has not been in doubt. 

Bolshevism is provocative, The 
Bolshevist resorts to violence, or} 
threatens to do so, in order to im- } 
pose his ideas on all other classes 
of society. Other classes of soci- 
ety are thereby incited to resort to 
violence to prevent Bolshevist 
ideas being imposed upon them; 
and where, as in Canada, govern- 
ment authority does not take time- 
ly and adequate steps to suppress 
Bolshevist propaganda, the public 
are under unusually strong tempt- 
tation to take matters into their 
own hands and suppress the move- } 
ment by unofficial force. | 

It is to be supposed that if a 


Bolshevist propaganda is allowed 
to go on without official interrup- 
tion there will be more occurrences 
of this kind throughout the coun- 
try. The Canadian people,  sol- 
diers and civilians, are in no mood 
to submit to domination by agita- 
tors of that stamp. 

The way to prevent such future 
disturbances is to remove the 
cause by effective action to sup- 
press Bolshevism. The easiest way 
to do that is to abandon the au- 
tocratic method of government 
that has been employed of late and 
to return to the system of respon- 
sible and responsive government. 
Responsible government is a safe- 
guard against violent means on 
the part of a minority such as the 
Bolshevik element. It provides 
means for the righting of real 
wrongs and the remedying of con 
ditions of hardship. And under 
responsible government the admin- 
stration unquestionably speaks 
vith the authority of the over 
yhelming majority of the people 
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of the country. The irresponsible, 


element thus understand that in 
challenging the governing author- 
ity to use force to suppress them 
they would be challenging the 
power of the whole nation, Under 
such conditions the Bolsheviki are 
likely to keep quiet, for reasons 
of prudence, 

The other objective of the Win- 
nipeg soldiers is also understand- 
able. Returned men cannot be 
expected ‘to lay aside in a moment 
the feeling engendered in years of 
conflict. To return from fight- 


ing German soldiers in Europe and | 


find that men owing allegiance to 


the German or Austrian govern- | 


ment are holding desirable jobs in 
Canada, when jobs are none too 
plentiful, puts the returned soldier 
under strong temptation to use 
forcible means of getting foreign- 
ers ejected. His feelings in the 
matter are all the stronger be- 
cause while he has been fighting 
overseas and the alien enemy has 
been earning unusually high wages 
in Canada, profiteers have been 
allowed to boost the cost of living 
until the separation allowance and 
assigned pay provided the sol- 
dier’s dependents with no ade- 
means of comfortable livelihood. 

Again if conditions are allowed 
ed to develop there must be look- 
ed for a repetition of this Winni- 
peg campaign against the alien 
enemy job-holder. And the way 
to avoid that, too, is to deal with 
the cause. The cause is the lack, 
or apprehended lack, of employ- 
ment. If the conditions in the 
country are so changed that em- 
ployment will be plentiful the re- 
turned soldiers will be able to find 
satisfactory positions and pay and 
will cease bothering their heads 
because alien enemies or any oth- 
er classes in the community are al- 
so able to earn a living.

There are important clauses in the 
new order-in-council which add con- 
siderably to the powers of the pen- 
sion commissioners, Chief amongst 
these is that which applies to cases 
of prospective dependency. 
| The claims of prospective depend- 
ents have now been officially recog- 
nized and the amyndment contained 
in P, C, 8070 will enable the board 
of pension commissioners to award 
pension to a large number of soldiers’ 
dependents who, under the old regu- 
lations, were ineligible for pension. 

Another important clause which 
will have a far-reaching effect is that 
|which empowers the commissioners 
jto award pension to parents or per- 
| sons in the place of a parent of a de- 
ceased soldier in accordance 

(a) with the degree of their de- 
pendency on the deceased soldier, 
and

needs. 

Formerly it was necessary that 
these persons whould have been 
wholly or mainly dependent on the 
deceased soldier to be entitled to pen- 
sion. Now, however, cases where 
state of only partial dependency ex 
isted may be considered for pension 
The phrase “In accordance with thetr 
needs” {s self-explanatory. If, for 
j}example, the dependents just referred

pension may be refused.
